Chancellor  at  Export  Gala. — Upwards 
of  3.000  visitors  and  exhibitors  at  the 
British  Industries  Fair  attended  an  export 
gala  organised  by  the  Institute  of  Export 
in  London  on  April  12.  Sir  Stafford  Cripps, 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  who  was  in- 
troduced by  Mr  Leslie  Gamage  (president 
of  the  Institute)  welcomed  the  guests.  He 
said  that  new  records  of  attendance  at  the 
exhibition  had  been  made  in  the  first  week. 

Colostomy  Belts  and  Purchase  Tax. — 

The  Ministry  of  Health  in  a  letter  (E.C.L. 
53/50)  states  that  colostomy  belts  ordered 
as  replacements  under  the  National  Health 
Service  are  to  be  exempt  from  purchase 
tax  from  June  1.  Belts  ordered  before,  but 
dispensed  on  or  after,  that  date  are  not 
affected.  To  obtain  the  belt  free  of  tax 
a  chemist  should  send  a  signed  statement 
to  his  supplier  certifying  that  he  holds  a 
form  E.C.10  or  E.C.10  H.P.  for  it. 

Manufacturers'  Agents'  Association. — 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Manufac- 
turers' Agents'  Association  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  in  London  on  May  9,  the 
following  were  re-elected  :  Mr.  H.  Gledhill, 
President;  Mr.  J.  Barrie,  Secretary;  and 
Mr.  T.  Pickup,  Treasurer.

Mackie  described  the  effect  of  surface-acti- 
vity-reducing agents  and  their  application 
in  the  manufacture  of  emulsions  and 
creams  in  which  medicaments  for  use  on 
the  skin  were  to  be  used.  He  drew  atten- 
tion to  the  various  samples  of  creams  on 
view,  which  had  been  prepared  in  the 
Brighton  School  of  Pharmacy.  Dr.  Jones 
suggested  a  reason  why  penicillin  cream 
was  a  more  satisfactory  preparation  than 
the  ointment  (that  in  the  ointment  it  was 
"  locked  up  "  in  the  wool  alcohols).  The 
possible  action  of  the  vehicle  on  the  skin 
was  a  factor  that  should  always  be  con- 
sidered. Mr.  Mackie  said  that  penicillin 
ointment  was  in  effect  a  barrier  cream 
whilst  the  penicillin  in  the  cream  prepara- 
tion was  readily  absorbed.

omestic  Accidents 

Dr.  C.  A.  Boucher's  contribution  to  the 
test  Ministry  of  Health  Bulletin,  ab- 
racted  on  p.  608,  deals  with  the  perennial 
bject  of  accidents  at  home,  a  subject 
;ely  to  be  introduced  at  any  time  by  the 
istomers  of  any  pharmacist.  As  the 
ithor  indicates,  the  majority  of  these 
sualties  happen  to  young  children  and 
d  people;  "more  than  three-quarters  of 
ese  fatalities,"  he  writes,  "  occur  at  the 
ro  extremes  of  life."  The  seriousness  of 
is  group  of  accidents  is  shown  by  the 
ct  that  more  children  under  fifteen  years 
e  age  are  killed  in  their  homes  than  are 
lied  on  roads.  Over  80  per  cent,  of 
aths  resulting  from  falls  occur  in  people 
er  sixty-five  years  old.  A  medical  man 
Id  me  recently  that  such  patients  are 
ten  found  to  have  a  fracture  of  the 


pelvis.  Surgery  can  do  much  for  them, 
but  recovery  is  likely  to  be  long,  tedious 
and  partial  Other  common  causes  of  acci- 
dent in  this  age  group  are  deficient  hearing 
and  an  imperfect  sense  of  smell.  A  per- 
son of  this  type,  if  left  alone  in  a  house, 
can  easily  be  overcome  by  an  escape  of 
gas.  In  the  training  of  young  children, 
wise  parents  and  guardians  try  to  attain  a 
happy  medium,  when  accidents  happen, 
between  alarm  and  carelessness.  Many 
practising  pharmacists  have  had  experience 
of  the  accidents  indicated'  by  Dr.  Boucher; 
others  have  not.  The  point  I  desire  to 
make  is  that  the  advice  of  the  qualified 
man  or  woman  behind  the  counter  is  sure 
to  be  asked  from  time  to  time  on  this 
topic :  good  advice  will  bring  kudos  and 
perhaps  a  material  return. 

Work  for  the  Elderly 

The  letter  headed  "  Posts  for  Elderly 
Assistants"  (p.  611)  may  prompt  other 
correspondents  to  give  their  opinions  on 
the  desirability  of  recruiting  staff  from 
among  men  over  sixty  years  of  age.  There 
is  much  to  be  said  in  favour  of  this  policy. 
In  the  first  place,  man-power  is  known  to 
be  scarce  in  some  vocations,  including  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  Next, 
applicants  of  the  required  age  are  old 
enough  to  have  got  over  the  caprices  of 
youth.  Again,  what  your  correspondents 
call  "  a  possibility "  of  the  preference  of 
many  customers  for  service  by  assistants 
of  this  type  rather  than  by  young  girls 
might  have  been  worded  with  more  em- 
phasis. Without  doubt  the  kind  of  service 
desired  in  a  pharmacy  by  customers  is 
(with  the  partial  exception  of  sales  of 
toilet  preparations)  that  given  by  assistants 
of  mature  age.  The  effect  of  this  kind  of 
work  on  those  who  undertake  it  may  also 
be  considered.  A  few  days  ago  I  saw,  in 
the  "  Personal "  column  of  one  of  our 
leading  daily  newspapers,  an  advertisement 
from  a  man  in  the  fifties,  stating  that  he 
was  tired  of  inactivity  and  asking  for  sug- 
gestions towards  employing  his  time.  His 
is  probably  one  of  many  cases  of  men  who 
regret  having  allowed  themselves  to  be- 
come "  gentleman  at  large."  It  is  true 
that  speed  in  work  tends  to  slacken  at 
about  the  age  referred  to;  yet  the  falling 
off  is  often  so  gradual  that  it  need  not  be 
a  serious  drawback.  After  all,  not  every 
young  assistant  merits  full  marks  for  quick 
service,  Xraysef 
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Pharmacy  Act  Fines. — At  Old  Street, 
London,  magistrates'  court,  on  May  ii, 
the  magistrate  said  he  was  satisfied  that  a 
woman  inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  used  no  persuasion  in  purchas- 
ing a  prohibited  article  at  a  Shoreditch 
drug  store.  J.  Ferrer,  Ltd.,  121  City 
Road,  E.C.i,  were  fined  40s.  for  selling 
codeine  (in  Veganin)  without  being  auth- 
orised to  do  so ;  and  a  further  40s.  for  not 
labelling  the  container  with  the  name  of 
the  seller  of  the  poison  and  the  address 
of  the  premises  on  which  it  was  being  sold. 
On  the  first  summons  they  were  ordered  to 
pay  £3  3s.  costs.  Pleas  of  not  guilty  had 
been  entered  by  the  defendants.  Prose- 
cuting solicitor  represented  that  the  de- 
fendant company  sold  toilet  goods, 
"  patent  "  medicines,  etc.  On  March  1  7, 
an  agent  of  the  Society  went  to  the  shop, 
asked  for  a  tube  of  tooth-paste,  and  then 
for  a  tube  of  Veganin  tablets,  and  was 
supplied.  In  a  letter  it  had  been  sug- 
gested that  Miss  Marrable,  the  inspector, 
had  asked  for  the  tablets  as  a  favour. 
That  was  flatly  denied.  Under  cross  ex- 
amination, the  Society's  inspector  agreed 
that  the  son  of  Mr.  Ferrer  had  taken  the 
tablets  from  the  back  of  the  shop  and 
not  from  the  stock.  She  did  not  see  him 
put  the  2s.  3d.  for  them  in  his  pocket.  He 
did  not  say  that  the  tablets  did  not 
belong  to  the  company  but  were  his 
father's  and  he  was  only  obliging  her  with 
them.  He  did  not  say  :  "  As  soon  as  you 
go  out  I'm  going  to  put  this  2s.  3d.  on  my 
father's  desk."  He  did  not  say  that  his 
father  took  a  lot  of  those  tablets,  though 
he  did  say  that  his  father  was  ill.  The 
magistrate  said  there  was  evidence  that 
the  packet  had  been  sold  on  the  com- 
pany's premises  by  one  of  its  employees. 
The  magistrate  found  both  offences  to  have 
been  committed. 

Hair   Dye   Appeal   Succeeds. — In  the 

Court  of  Appeal  on  May  9,  Rapidol,  Ltd., 
manufacturers  of  Inecto  Rapid  hair  dye, 
appealed  from  an  award  by  Mr.  Justice 
Croom-Johnson  in  the  King's  Bench  Divi- 
sion of  £600  damages  to  Mrs.  Florence 
Holmes,  Arnos  Grove  Court,  New  South- 
gate,  London,  N.  11,  who  had  complained 
that,  after  an  application  of  Inecto  Rapid 
to  her  hair  at  the  hairdressing  establish- 
ment of  Mr.  Frederick  William  Ashford, 
New  Southgate,  dermatitis  had  developed 
and  most  of  her  hair  had  fallen  out  (see 


C.  &  D.,  February  25,  p.  234).  In  tl 
Appeal  Court  Lord  Justice  Tucker  said  1 
thought  the  principle  to  be  applied  was  th 
every  person  who  put  on  the  market  a  da 
gerous  article,  the  nature  of  which  cou 
not  be  ascertained  by  examination,  must  tal 
reasonable  steps  in  all  the  circumstanc 
to  give  warning  of  its  nature.  In  the  pr 
sent  case  the  hairdresser  had  said  that  1 
read  the  warning  supplied  with  the  d; 
by  the  manufacturers,  that  he  appreciat< 
what  it  meant,  and  that  he  ignored 
Mr.  Justice  Croom-Johnson  had  reject* 
Mr.  Ashford's  evidence  that  he  knew  tl 
article  was  dangerous,  and  on  that  bas 
the  judge  had  founded  his  decision  again 
the  company.  Lord  Justice  Tucker  thougl 
the  case  must  be  decided  on  the  basis  th 
the  evidence  Mr.  Ashford  gave  when  1 
was  first  called  should  be  accepted  ;  he  sa 
no  reason  for  rejecting  it.  His  lordsh 
thought  the  article  required  some  warnir 
and  the  question  was  whether  the  wan 
ings  given  on  the  bottle  and  package  ar 
in  the  booklet  were  sufficient  where  tl 
material  was  supplied  to  a  hairdresser  f< 
use  on  a  customer.  Since  the  hairdresst 
had  said  he  had  read  the  warning,  appn 
ciated  what  it  meant,  and  ignored  it,  h 
lordship  found  it  impossible  to  hold  th; 
the  warning  given  was  insufficient, 
would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  the  mam 
facturers  to  give  warning  in  such  a  fori 
that  it  must  come  to  the  knowledge  < 
the  customer  who  was  going  to  be  treatec 
His  lordship  could  not  think  of  any  stej 
that  would  bring  knowledge  of  that  kin 
to  ladies  who  were  going  to  have  the 
hair  treated  by  Inecto.  The  most  th< 
could  be  expected  of  manufacturers  lik 
Rapidol,  Ltd.,  was  to  see  that  the  haii 
dresser  was  sufficiently  warned.  His  lore 
ship  thought  the  warnings  given  suffic 
ently  indicated  to  a  reasonable  hairdresse 
that  the  substance  he  was  concerned  wit 
was  of  the  nature  alleged  in  the  plaintiff 
statement  of  claim — a  dye  that  was  a  dar 
gerous  article  in  that,  when  applied  to  th 
heads  of  certain  persons,  it  would  or  migl 
cause  acute  dermatitis.  That  was  suff 
ciently  brought  to  the  notice  of  Mr.  Ash 
ford  by  the  notices  that  had  been  put  i 
as  evidence.  The  plaintiff  had  failed  t 
establish  her  case  against  Rapidol,  Ltd 
and  the  appeal  would  be  allowed.  Lord 
Justices  Somervell  and  Singleton  cor 
curred.  The  appellants  did  not  as 
for  costs  of  the  appeal.

Sir  Ian  Fraser  asked  the  Minister  of  Food 
on  May  8  if  he  would  allocate  more  sugar 
to  large  and  small  manufacturers  of  soft 
drinks,  particularly  where  they  could  show 
increased  turnover  since  the  datum  year. 
Mr.  Fred  Willey  (Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary to  the  Ministry  of  Food)  replied  that 
the  Minister  had  no  sugar  available  at  pre- 
sent for  that  purpose. 

Soap 

Mr.  F.  P.  Bishop  asked  on  May  8 
whether,  in  view  of  the  improved  supply 
of  soap,'  the  Minister  would  now  consider 
making  the  children's  special  soap  ration 
available  for  children  above  the  age  of 
two.  Mr.  Willey  replied  that  the  Minis- 
ter had  the  claims  of  special  groups  much 
in  mind,  but  would  prefer  to  increase  soap 
supplies  for  everybody.  That  would  be 
done  as  soon  as  possible,  but  he  must  not 
lead  the  House  to  suppose  that  it  could 
be  done  at  once. 

All-night  Dispensing 

Mr.  J.  Rankin  questioned  the  Secretary 
for  Scotland  on  May  9  on  what  steps  he 
proposed  to  take  to  provide  an  all-night 
dispensing  service  in  the  Tradeston  division 
of  Glasgow.  Mr.  Hector  McNeil  replied 
that  an  all-night  dispensing  service  was  a 
facility  that  could  not  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected except  in  the  largest  centres.  One 
shop  in  Glasgow  was  open  all  night. 

Mr.  Rankin  asked  whether  the  Minister 
was  aware  that  the  provision  of  one  shop 
was  not  regarded  as  being  a  complete  way 
of  meeting  this  need  in  Glasgow,  and  that 
in  the  Tradeston  division,  ward  committees 
and  private  individuals  were  pressing  the 
urgency  of  that  extension  of  the  service. 
Mr.  McNeil  replied  that  he  would  look 
at  any  submissions  and  any  figures,  but  he 
was  inclined  to  think  that,  if  there  were 
any  trading  justification  for  such  an  ex- 
tension, it  would  already  have  occurred. 

Mr.  J.  McGovern  asked  whether  the 
Minister  was  aware  that,  as  there  was  only 
one  shop  for  the  purpose  in  Glasgow, 
people  when  they  went  there  for  urgent 
medicine  were  frequently  asked  to  return 
in  three  or  four  hours.  Mr.  McNeil 
said  he  thought  that  normal  general  prac- 
tice was  that,  if  a  medicine  or  drug  was 
needed  with  great  urgency,  then  the  drug 
or  its  near  equivalent  was  normally,  at 
night,  supplied  by  the  doctor.

It  was  requested  that  candi- 
ites  at  the  Licence  examination  should  be 
lowed  the  use  of  analytical  tables  because 
1  present  system,  they  said,  led  to  cram- 
ing  of  tables,  which  were  forgotten  after 
:aminations.  A  request  for  the  I.P.S.A. 
rcular  to  be  sent  with  papers  to  each 
udent  receiving  Preliminary  registration 
as  agreed  to.  In  reply  to  a  request  to 
e  Council  to  provide  a  cinematograph  for 
e  showing  of  educational  films,  the  Asso- 
ation  was  advised  to  apply  to  the  Society 
ch  time  one  was  required  so  that  ar- 
ngements  could  be  made  to  hire  a 
achine.  If  that  plan  did  not  work  out 
tisfactorily,  the  question  of  purchasing 
machine  would  be  reviewed  after  a  year, 
he  Association  requested  an  annual  grant 
£25  to  augment  £35  subscribed  by  the 
>cial  Committee,  as  the  Association  had 
reed  not  to  organise  any  functions  for 
e  purpose  of  raising  funds. 


Discussing  the  report,  Mr.  O'Rourke 
thought  that  more  care  should  be  taken  in 
the  training  of  apprentices  and  that  lectures 
on  business  methods  could  be  usefully  in- 
cluded in  the  Society's  curriculum.  The 
President  said  that  the  latter  was  one 
for  the  Irish  Drug  Association  rather  than 
for  the  Council.  The  request  for  £25  was 
granted. 

Examiners'  Reports 

The  reports  of  the  House,  Law,  and 
Schools  Committees  were  approved.  Re-  - 
porting  on  the  April  Licence  examination, 
the  examiners  stated  that  twenty  candi- 
dates had  been  successful  (one  gold  medal- 
list, two  with  honours).  The  standard  in 
theoretical  pharmacy  was  low,  but  in  com- 
pounding was  above  average.  On  the 
April  Assistants'  examination  the  exami- 
ners reported  that  out  of  fifty  candidates 
who  had  sat,  twenty-three  were  successful. 
The  standard  was  described  as  poor,  sev- 
eral candidates  passing  on  the  minimum 
standard.  Of  the  seven  candidates  in  the 
April  Registered  Druggist  examination, 
five  had  been  successful  (one  subsequently 
passed  the  Licence  examination). 

The  Registrar  reported  on  the  death 
of  Mr.  James  H.  Gowans,  L.P.S.I.  A  full 
report  on  the  first  meeting  of  the  Joint 
Committee  to  investigate  the  Poisons  Laws 
in  Eire  was  given  by  the  Registrar.  After 
a  comprehensive  discussion  on  the  exist- 
ing poison  regulations  itv  had  been  agreed 
to  hold  another  meeting  on  June  9,  by 
which  time  Mr.  Coleman  (appointed  sec- 
retary of  the  Committee)  was  to  draw  up 
a  draft  set  of  regulations  that  would  have 
the  approval  of  the  Society.

Belgian  Exports  Fall.  —  Exports  of 
chemicals  from  Belgium  in  February 
totalled  fr.  505  millions  as  compared  with 
a  value  of  617  millions  in  January  and 
560  millions  in  December  igsq. 

State  Distribution  in  Czechoslovakia. — 

A  new  State  enterprise  called  Medika,  is 
being  set  up  in  Czechoslovakia  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  drugs  and  other  pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations,  etc. 

Camphor  from  Ceylon  Weed.  —  The 

possibility  of  manufacturing  camphor  from 
madurutala,  a  common  weed  widely  dis- 
tributed in  Ceylon,  is  now  being  investi- 
gated by  an  Indian  industrialist,  Mr. 
K.  G.  Chacko.  According  to  Mr.  Chacko, 
the  Indian  Forest  Research  Institute  has 
reported  that  an  acre  of  madurutala  can 
produce  80  lb.  of  camphor  and  60  lb.  of 
camphor  oil. 

Research  on  Synthetic  Narcotics. — 
Nine  member  firms  of  the  American  Drug 
Manufacturers'  Association  are  to  provide 
contributions  amounting  to  $23,000  for 
two  research  projects  on  synthetic  narcotic 
drugs.  One  project  is  a  study  of  monkeys 
as  an  animal  for  predicting  addiction  lia- 
bilities of  synthetic  analgesics ;  the  other  is 
to  evaluate  the  potency  of  analgesics  on 
patients. 

French  Perfumery  Exports. — French 
exports  of  perfumery  goods  in  1949  were 
valued  at  fr.  3.200  millions  compared  with 
a  value  of  fr.  2,316  millions  in  1948. 
Princ;pal  buyers  in  1949  in  the  order  of 
importance,  were :  United  States,  Belgium- 
Luxembourg,  Switzerland,  Italy,  Egypt  and 
Denmark.  Great  Britain,  before  the  war 
an  important  buyer  of  French  perfumes, 
only  purchased  insignificant  quantities. 

Information  Service  for  U.S.  Drug  In- 
dustry.— The  U.S.  drug  industry  has  or- 
ganised a  public-relations  service  entitled 
Health  Information  Foundation.  The  presi- 
dent of  the  Foundation  is  Mr.  William 
H.  P.  Blandy,  the  chairman  Mr.  John  G. 
Searle  (president,  G.  D.  Searle  &  Co., 
Chicago),  the  secretary  Dr.  Frederick  J. 
Cullen  (Proprietary  Association  of  America), 
and  the  treasurer  Mr.  S.  B.  Penick  (S.  B. 
Penxk  &  Co.,  New  York).  The  headquar- 
ters are  at  420  Lexington  Avenue,  New 
York.

Demonstrations  again  inevitably 
succeeded  in  attracting  crowds.

(zinc  dimethyl  dithiocarbamate).  etc. 

Toilets  and  sundries  were  well  repre- 
sented. M.  Beetham  &  Son  showed  an 
original  bottle  of  "  detergent  balsam " 
packed  in  1840,  still  apparently  in  good 
cond;tion  though  a  little  reduced  in  volume 
by  evaporation.  Delavelle  (G.B.),  Ltd., 
showed  a  new  ViHng  ship  pack  of  Blue 
Orchid  perfume.  The  perfumes  and  bath 
preparations  of  the  Abietsan  Manufac- 
turing Co.,  Ltd.,  were  shown  in  an  18th 
century  drawing-room  setting.  Zenobia, 
Ltd.,  showed  hand-painted  packs  of  per- 
fumes and  a  new  line  of  assorted  bath  salts. 
Mr.  A.  R,  Andrew  (who  recently  retired) 
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was  present  to  welcome  visitors.  The  needs 
of  infants  were  well  catered  for.  exhibits 
of  their  requirements  being  shown,  for 
example,  by  Morley  Rogers  (Feedrite), 
Ltd.  (a  baby  feeder  for  maintaining  milk 
at  a  constant  temperature  throughout  the 
feed).  The  Cannon  Rubber  Manufactur- 
ers, Ltd. ,  showed  a  hot-water  bottle  in  the 
form  of  a  doll,  and  a  second  type  made 
wholly  in  one  piece,  as  well  as  their 
Modern  and  other  teats.

ing canister.  Amber  Pharmaceuticals, 
Ltd.,  were  showing  carbromal  manufac- 
tured in  Britain  for  the  first  time.  Dalmas, 
Ltd.,  exhibited  a  new  transparent  plastic 
packing  for  Dalzo,  Dalzoflex  and  Dalzo- 
Lastic  plasters  (limited  supplies  of  the  new 
packing  are  expected  on  the  home  market 
in  three  months) ;  Dalzoband  (with  ure- 
thane  and  ichthyol),  and  Newsan,  a  new 
type  of  dressing  that  may  be  removed 
without  causing  pain  to  the  patient.

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Increased  U.S.  Output  of  A.C.T.H. 

In  our  U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 
this  week  (p.  648)  our  New  York  corre- 
spondent records  a  reduction  in  the  price 
of  adrenocorticotrophic  hormone  from  $2 10 
to  $100  per  gm.  This  cut  of  over  100 
per  cent,  has  been  made  possible  by  a 
spurt  in  production  by  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal American  makers  of  A.C.T.H.  News 
of  the  increase  in  output  has  attracted 
much  attention  in  the  transatlantic  lay 
Press,  particularly  as  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  was  only  recently  discus- 
sing a  recommendation  by  its  Appropria- 
tions Committee  that  there  should  be  an 
increase  of  $2,500,000  for  research  on  new 
drugs  at  the  National  Health  Institute.

Keefe),  advocating  the  recommendation, 
told  the  House  that  the  Committee  had 
been  influenced  in  its  decision  by  state- 
ments of  public  health  authorities  urging 
the  importance  of  A.C.T.H.  and  cortisone. 

According  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Specht  (presi- 
dent, Armour  &  Co.,  Chicago),  the  pro- 
ducer concerned,  output  has  reached  a 
level  about  thirty  times  that  of  a  year  ago; 
methods  have  been  devised  for  obtaining 
four  times  as  much  A.C.T.H.  from  a  given 
quantity  of  hog's  pituitary  gland,  and  fur- 
ther improvements  are  expected  to  treble 
the  current  rate  of  production. 

Messrs.  Armour  stated  that  their  research 
workers  have  devised  an  ingenious  new 
type  of  freeze-drying  apparatus,  using  in- 
fra-red rays  as  a  heat  source,  which  takes 
only  a  tenth  of  the  time  of  the  process 
used  formerly.  Whereas  previously  very 
low  temperatures  were  necessary,  now  it 
is  only  necessary  to  keep  the  material  at 
just  below  zero.  A  much  lower  vacuum 
may  be  used,  because  the  system  does  not 
depend  on  flow  of  heat.  Moreover,  wide- 
mouthed  bottles  were  formerly  necessary, 
in  order  to  permit  the  free  escape  of 
water  vapour.  It  is  now  possible  to  put 
caps  loosely  on  the  bottles  and  still  secure 
efficient  drying,  thus  preventing  the  occa- 
sional contamination  of  the  solution  by 
air-borne  bacteria.  Under  the  old  method, 
A.C.T.H.  in  contact  with  the  glass  of  the 
container  took  up  a  certain  amount  of 
heat,  with  consequential  loss  of  potency 
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and  reduced  yield;  in  the  new  process  the 
glass  takes  up  little  heat,  as  most  of  the 
wave-lengths  affecting  water  pass  through 
the  glass.  The  heating  process  may  be 
precisely  controlled  and  reduced  at  the 
proper  time  (towards  the  end  of  the  dry- 
ing cycle,  when  there  is  only  a  little  water 
left).  The  process  is  thought  to  have  wider 
applications.  Material  for  tray  bottoms, 
to  hold  bulk  solutions,  has  been  devised 
which  is  almost  completely  transparent  to 
the  radiation  used. 

In  America,  A.C.T.H.  is  still  without 
approval  by  the  Federal  Drugs  Administra- 
tion for  general  sale.  Its  use  is  restricted, 
as  in  Britain,  to  clinical  and  other  research 
in  hospitals  with  adequate  staffs  and  facili- 
ties. Subject  to  the  necessary  safeguards, 
however,  there  seems  a  probability  that 
before  long  it  will  be  available  for  wider 
use. 

Right  to  Wages  During  Sickness 

When  an  employee  is  taken  sick  and  re- 
mains away  from  work,  is  the  employer 
entitled  to  dismiss  him?  Is  the  employee, 
while  he  is  away,  entitled  to  wages?  The 
answer  to  both  questions  depends  on  the 
nature  of  the  agreement  that  has  been 
made  between  the  parties.  It  is  open  to 
persons  to  enter  into  any  express  arrange- 
ments as  to  both  matters,  but  if  no  ex- 
press agreement  exists,  then  the  rights  of 
the  parties  are  determined  by  custom  and 
by  the  general  law. 

It  is  important  to  distinguish  between 
the  case  where  the  incapacity  of  the  em- 
ployee is  temporary,  and  the  case  in  which 
it  is  permanent.  Whether  it  is  temporary 
or  permanent  is  a  question  of  fact,  which 
is  determined  on  the  particular  circum- 
stances of  each  case.  It  should  be  noted 
that,  even  where  there  is  a  long  illness, 
the  incapacity  may  still  be  regarded  as 
only  temporary. 

Temporary  Incapacity 

If  the  incapacity  of  the  employee  is  of 
a  temporary  character  the  contract  con- 
tinues, and  the  employee  is  entitled  to  re- 
ceive full  wages  during  the  whole  period 
of  his  absence.  It  is,  of  course,  open  to  an 
employer  to  put  an  end  to  the  employ- 
ment, but  he  must  serve  the  proper  notice 
on  the  employee.  The  length  of  the  notice 


may  again  depend  on  what  the  partij 
have  agreed.  In  the  absence  of  an  agre  ] 
ment  it  depends  likewise  on  the  custom  II 
the  trade.  In  any  event,  the  notice,  apaj 
from  express  agreement,  must  be  of  rel 
sonable  length.  Where,  therefore,  an  erl 
ployee  is  absent  for  a  considerable  tin! 
owing  to  illness,  an  employer  must  detejl 
mine  for  himself  whether  he  is  going  I 
terminate  his  employment  or  not.  If  It 
does  not  do  so  he  is  obliged  to  pay  fil 
wages  to  the  employee,  notwithstandir! 
the  latter's  absence  from  work.  The  period 
of  incapacity  is  regarded  in  law  as  corl 
mencing  at  the  first  outset  of  the  approaclp 
ing  illness,  as,  for  example,  where  sk 
headache  and  high  temperature  prececj)] 
an  attack  of  influenza.  The  incapacity  k 
regarded  as  ending  after  the  period  of  col 
valescence  has  expired,  as  for  examph 
where  a  holiday  becomes  essential  or  re;! 
sonably  necessary  for  complete  recoveifj 
after  an  illness. 

Permanent  Incapacity 

Where  the  incapacity  of  an  employee 
of  a  permanent  character  (for  exampl 
where  an  employee  has  a  stroke  and 
paralysed,  with  the  result,  accordingly,  thi 
he  is  able  to  return  to  work,  if  at  all,  on] 
after  a  considerate  interval  of  time  h< 
elapsed),  the  employer  has  an  election  i 
the  matter.  It  is  open  to  him  to  consid( 
the  contract  of  employment  as  being  in 
mediately  terminated.  In  that  event  he 
not  liable  to  pay  any  wages  to  the  en 
ployee  as  from  the  date  the  incapacit 
occurred.  But  in  such  a  case  it  is  nece! 
sary  for  him  to  inform  the  employee  c 
his  intentions  in  the  matter,  and  to  te 
the  employee  that  the  contract  of  emplo> 
ment  is  being  treated  as  at  an  end.  I: 
however,  the  employer  does  nothing,  an 
does  not  tell  the  employee  that  the  cor. 
tract  is  at  an  end,  he  may  still  be  liabl 
to  pay  wages,  at  any  rate  until  such  tim 
as  he  informs  the  employee  that  he  ha 
elected  to  treat  his  employment  as  ended 

Thus  the  difference  between  a  temporar 
and  a  permanent  incapacity  on  the  par 
of  the  employer  is  that,  in  the  former  case 
the  employer  cannot  determine  the  con 
tract  at  once.  He  can  only  do  so  by  giv 
ing  the  proper  notice.  In  the  latter  cast 
he  has  the  right  to  determine  the  employ 
ment  forthwith,  if  he  wishes  to  do  so.

In  tropical  Africa,  the  chief  location 
f  the  various  forms  of  trypanosomiasis, 
he  unicellular  protozoa  known  as  trypano- 
omes  were  found,  said  Dr.  Walls,  in  the 
ilood  stream  of  many  of  the  natural  fauna. 
^  symbiotic  relationship  existed  between 
tost  and  protozoa,  the  survival  of  the 
rypanosomes  being  ensured  by  transmis- 
ion  from  animal  to  animal  by  the  bite  of 
he  ubiquitous  tsetse  fly.  The  entry  of  man 
ind  domestic  ungulates  (equines,  bovines 
md  pigs)  into  the  situation  had  disturbed 
he  equilibrium,  the  tsetse  fly  transmitting 
he  trypanosomes  to  the  unfamiliar  hosts 
md  thus  creating  a  biologically  unstable 
ituation,  expressed  by  sickness  of  the  in- 
feed  animals.  Equines  and  pigs  rapidly 
,uccumbed,  bovines  and  man  more  slowly. 

[deal  Trypanocide 

The  ideal  trypanocide  would  effectively 
■emove  trypanosomes  from  the  host,  cure 
»vith  a  single  dose,  be  generic  rather  than 
pecific  in  action,  have  both  a  prophylac- 
;ic  effect  and  a  wide  margin  of  safety,  and 
3e  capable  of  administration  subcutane- 
3usly  and  in  a  small  dose.  The  full  sig- 
nificance of  organic  arsenicals  as  trypano- 
:ides  was  revealed  by  the  discovery  in  1924 
:hat  the  quinquivalent  arsenic  compounds 
were  effective  in  the  later  stages  of  human 
trypanosomiasis  (characterised  by  cerebral 
symptoms  due  to  penetration  of  the  organ- 
isms into  the  central  nervous  system).  The 
effectiveness  of  tryparsamide  in  sleeping 
sickness  appeared  to  be  due  to  the  ability 
of  the  quinquivalent  arsenicals  to  pene- 
trate the  barrier  and  then  to  undergo  re- 
duction in  the  host.  Tryparsamide  and 
Orsanine  retained  a  place  in  tropical  medi- 
cine, owing  to  their  ability  to  combat  the 
secondary  stages  of  Trypanosoma  gambi- 
ense  infections.  Because  of  occasional 
alarming  side  reactions  and  frequent  emer- 
gence of  drug-resistance,  efforts  were  made 
to  find  improved  arsenicals. 

Friedheim  substituted  the  amino  group 
of  />-aminophenylarsonic  acid  with  a  mela- 
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minyl  radical,  and  obtained  the  compound 
known  as  melarsen,  to  which  the  corres- 
ponding tervalent  arsenoxide  was  melarsen 
oxide.  Similar  antimonials  were  MSb  and 
MSb  3,  the  latter  the  sodium  dithiogly- 
collate  from  the  tervalent  antimony  oxide 
(a  type  of  compound  employed  successfully 
in  other  protozoal  diseases). 

The  most  important  purely  organic  try- 
panocides had  been  Suramin  (Bayer  205) 
and  the  diamidines,  which  had  also  been 
successfully  used  for  the  mass-prophylaxis 
of  exposed  populations.  In  tropical  Africa, 
tsetse-borne  trypanosomiasis  was  a  more 
serious  veterinary  than  medical  problem. 
Chemotherapy  alone  would  not  solve  it. 

The  advent  of  the  phenanthridine  drugs 
(dimidium  bromide)  represented  a  consid- 
erable advance  in  the  treatment  of  T. 
congolense  and  T.  vivax  infections  of 
cattle,  though  obscure  delayed  toxic  reac- 
tions had  proved  troublesome.  Antrycide 
was  less  active  than  dimidium  bromide 
against  T.  congolense  infections  in  mice. 
Its  importance  lay  in  its  ability  to  protect 
animals  from  infection  for  long  periods, 
and  in  its  wide  range  of  activity. 

It  had  been  found  that  replacement  of 
a  primary  amino-group,  hitherto  regarded 
as  essential  for  activity,  by  an  alkoxy-group 
might  lead  to  increased  activity  against 
T.  congolense. 

Discussion 

Dr.  E.  M.  Lourie  said  that  in  trypano- 
somiasis, intelligent  chemotheranv  must 
largely  depend  on  an  understanding  of 
biological  vagaries.  Why,  for  example,  was 
Trypanosoma  gambiense  so  different  from 
T.  congolense  that  the  one  could  be  poi- 
soned by  arsenic  and  not  the  other? 

Dr.  Lourie  told  Dr.  H.  J.  Barber  that, 
weight  for  weight,  thioarsenites  were  more 
toxic  than  pentavalent  arsenic  compounds. 
He  thought  that  the  relatively  poor  activity 
of  thioarsenites  was  due  to  their  ready 
hydrolysis,  and  the  production  on  subse- 
quent oxidation  of  inadequate  amounts  of 
pentavalent  arsenic.  Replying  to  Profes- 
sor A.  Albert,  Dr.  Walls  said  he  had 
not  found  trypanocidal  activity  in  any 
phenanthridine  compound  that  had  not 
been  quaternised,  though  he  did  not  think 
it  should,  in  consequence,  be  assumed  that 
quaternary  groups  were  essential  to  try- 
panocidal action.

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RATING  METHODS  UNDER  THE  NEW  ACT 


(Concluded  from  The  Chemist 

IT  is  now  necessary  to  picture  the  situa- 
tion when  the  Quinquennial  Valuation 
List  has  come  into  force.  During  the  in- 
terval before  the  next  succeeding  quinquen- 
nial Valuation  List  comes  into  force,  rate- 
payers are  entitled  to  take  action  to  secure 
amendment  of  the  List,  on  the  grounds, 
principally,  of  change  of  circumstances  or 
change  of  value,  but  also  on  the  ground 
that  a  property  has  been  wrongly  included 
in  the  List.  The  Valuation  Officer  equally 
enjoys  the  right  to  propose  amendments. 
One  important  alteration  that  has  been 
made  is  that  to  propose  an  amendment  of 
the  List  on  the  grounds  of  incorrectness 
or  unfairness  of  any  matter  will  no  longer 
be  possible. 

Uniform  Procedure 

As  already  stated  the  procedure  for  mak- 
ing such  proposals  for  amendment  to  the 
List  is  to  be  uniform.  The  proposal  must 
be  in  writing  and  must  specify  the  grounds 
on  which  the  proposed  alteration  is  desired. 
It  must  be  made  to  the  Valuation  Officer 
who,  within  seven  days,  transmits  a  copy 
of  it  to  the  occupier  of  the  property  if  the 
occupier  himself  was  not  the  maker  of  the 
proposal.  Within  twenty-one  days  from  the 
date  on  which  the  Valuation  Officer  serves 
notice  on  the  occupier,  an  objection  in 
writing  may  be  made  to  the  proposal, 
either  by  the  owner  or  the  occupier  of  the 
property  to  which  the  proposal  relates.  In 
addition,  the  Valuation  Officer  himself 
may,  within  twenty-one  days  from  the  date 
on  which  the  proposal  is  served  on  him, 
serve  on  the  maker  of  the  proposal  notice 
of  his  objection  thereto.  Upon  receipt  of 
the  objection  from  any  third  person,  the 
Valuation  Officer  within  seven  days  trans- 
mits a  copy  of  it  to  the  maker  of  the  pro- 
posal. If  there  are  any  outstanding  objec- 
tions to  the  proposal  for  amendment  of 
the  List,  the  person  making  the  proposal 
may  appeal  to  the  local  Valuation  Court. 
He  must,  for  that  purpose,  serve  a  notice 
of  appeal  in  writing  within  twenty-one 
days  from  the  date  of  receipt  by  him  of 
the  notice  of  objection  to  his  proposal.  The 
notice  of  appeal  must  be  served  on  the 
person  making  an  objection  to  his  propo- 
sal and  generally  on  the  local  authority 
and  Valuation  Officer  as  well. 

A  point  to  note  is  that,  where  a  propo- 
sal is  being  made  for  the  amendment  of 
the  current  Valuation  List,  the  proposal 
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must  not  only  state  the  grounds  on  wl 
it  is  being  made,  but  should  indi< 
clearly  whether  an  increase  or  decreas< 
the  value  in  the  list  is  being  asked 
although  it  is  not  necessary  to  state 
precise  figure  to  which  the  relevant  va! 
tion  should  be  increased  or  reduced. 

Valuations  of  Business  Premises

For  every  other  type  of  dwelling-house 
used  for  trade  or  business,  it  would  seem 
that  the  gross  annual  value  is  to  be  deter- 
mined in  the  normal  way,  as  it  was  prior 
to  the  Act.  One  would  take  the  hypo- 
thetical rent  a  tenant  would  pay  on  the 
assumption  that  he  paid  rates  and  taxes 
and  that  the  landlord  bore  the  expense  of 
repairs,  insurance  and  maintenance.  It 
would  seem  that,  if  such  a  dwelling-house 
were  used  for  a  trade  or  business,  then  it 
would  not  be  right  to  ascertain  first  the 
gross  value  of  the  house  as  a  dwelling- 
house,  and  then  to  make  an  addition  such 
as  that  which  has  to  be  made  with  regard 
to  a  "  small-post-1918-dwelling-house,"  be- 
cause that  part  of  the  premises  was  so 
constructed  or  adapted  for  use  for  trade 
purposes.  It  is  suggested  that,  in  such 
cases,  the  proper  valuation  would  be  on 
the  basis  of  the  premises  as  a  whole,  having 
regard  to  both  forms  of  its  user  (as  dwel- 
ling-house and  for  trade  or  business).  In 
the  same  way,  if  the  premises  were  used 
exclusively  for  trade  or  business  purposes, 
the  valuation  would  be  on  the  basis  of 
gross  value,  as  already  defined.

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FIRST  REPORT  ON  THE  DEFINITION  OF  DRU 


The  first  report  of  the  definition  of  drugs 
joint  subcommittee  of  the  Standing  Medi- 
cal, Pharmaceutical  and  General  Practi- 
tioner Advisory  Committees,  which  has 
been  accepted  by  the  Minister  of  Health, 
was  published  on  May  16  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  threepence). 

The  report  lists  for  the  guidance  of  pre- 
scribes about  125  preparations  which  the 
Committee  classifies  as  foods  and  which, 
therefore,  should  not  be  prescribed  under 
the  National  Health  Service. 

The  lists  of  preparations  given  in  the 
report  have  been  drawn  up  in  relation  to 
current  prescribing  practice.  They  are 
not,  of  course,  exhaustive.  Preparations 
not  mentioned  should  be  judged  in  the 
light  of  the  principles  stated.  A  further 
report  on  toilet  preparations  is  to  be  cir- 
culated as  soon  as  possible.

New  Curarising  Agents. — As  all  of  the 
more  potent  of  the  newer  curarising  agents 
contain  at  least  two  quaternary  ammonium 
groups  separated  by  a  chain  of  about  ten 
atoms,  decamethylene  -  1  :  10  -  bisdimethyl- 
sulphonium  di-iodide  and  decamethylene-

Anti-tuberculosis  Compounds  Pre- 
pared.— Drain  and  colleagues  "  Journal  of 
the  Chemical  Society,"  1949,  2680-83 
prepared  a  series  of  chlorinated  diethyl- 2- 
phenoxyethylamines  in  an  attempt  to  re- 
late the  number  and  position  of  the 
chlorine  atoms  in  a  compound  to  its  ac- 
tivity against  Mycobacterium  tuberculosis. 
The  homologation  of  the  diethylamino- 
alkoxy-group,  the  replacement  of  the  ter- 
minal diethylamino-group  by  other  basic 
groups,  and  the  replacement  of  the  phenyl 
nucleus  by  other  aromatic  nuclei  were 
studied,  but  although  high  activities  were 
obtained  in  vitro  in  certain  cases,  in  vivo 
activity  could  not  be  demonstrated.  Similar 
biological  effects  were  observed  in  a  series 
of  di-(p-N-arylamidinophenoxy)  alkanes 
and  analogues  prepared  by  Partridge  (ibid., 
p.  2683-86)  to  study  the  relation  between 
the  structure  of  the  compounds  and  their 
activity  against  the  mycobacterium.  Failure 
to  observe  in  vivo  activity  may  have  been 
due  to  the  compounds'  high  toxicity. 
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LOCAL  ACTION  ON  ONCOST  CUT 


The  following  letter  for  publication  has 
been  received  from  the  secretary  of  the 
Rotherham  Pharmaceutical  Committee:  — 
Sir, — At  a  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
meeting  held  on  May  2,  I  was  instructed 
to  draw  attention  to  the  strong  feeling  of 
resentment  caused  by  the  Minister's  arbi- 
trary method  in  dealing  with  our  terms  of 
service.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  Min- 
ister's action  is  not  in  the  best  interests  of 
an  efficient  service,  and  may  well  result  in 
a  great  deal  of  inconvenience  and  perhaps 
hardship  to  the  patient.  It  is  becoming 
increasingly  obvious  that  the  professions 
are  to  be  the  target  for  both  the  Ministry 
and  the  public  whenever  economies  are 
considered  or  dissatisfaction  is  expressed. 
It  is  therefore  of  the  greatest  importance 
that  we  take  this  opportunity  of  demon- 
strating our  complete  unity  in  opposition 
to  this  latest  expression  of  despotism.  The 
Minister  has,  I  think,  acknowledged  the 
important  part  played  by  pharmacists  since 
the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice. Indeed,  it  is  fair  to  state  that  the 
pharmacist  has  responded  willingly  to 
whatever  demands  have  been  made  upon 
him.  Is  this  the  reward  for  loyalty  and 
unstinted  effort?  There  are  many  aspects 
of  the  Act  which  cause  grave  concern 
amongst  fair-minded  people.  Particular 
attention  might  be  paid  to  the  section 
dealing  with  disputes,  where  is  is  apparent 
that  the  dice  is  loaded  against  the  pro- 
fessional man  whose  future  may  be  placed 
in  jeopardy  on  the  complaint  of  a  member 
of  the  public,  though  there  is  no  machinery 
for  penalising  the  complainants  however 
much  they  abuse  their  privileges.  Our 
present  objections  to  the  Minister's  ulti- 
matum are  based  on  the  following 
premises :  — 

1.  The  principle  of  paying  oncost  from  a 
static  fund  is  basically  unsound,  as  it 
takes  no  account  of  the  capital  invested 
in  stock  by  the  contractor.  In  fact,  the 
greater  the  outlay  the  greater  would  be 
the  loss.  If  a  specified  oncost  is  decided 
for  each  item,  it  is  obviously  fair  in  all 
cases.  The  Minister's  idea  of  a  static 
fund  would  mean,  in  effect,  that  the 
more  dispensing  is  done  the  less  would 
be  the  oncost. 

2.  The  income  from  N.H.S.  work  is  offset 
in  most  cases  by  not  inconsiderable  losses 
in  counter  sales  and  private  dispensing. 

3.  There  has  been  a  universal  increase  in 


expenses  due  to  wage  advances  and 
expansion. 

4.  Many  contractors  have  made  capit. 
vestments  in  new  dispensaries,  steri 
rooms,  property  improvement,  addii 
equipment,  etc.  This  must  repres' 
great  amount  of  money  when  consi 
collectively,  and  is  a  charge  again; 
Service  which  has  been  born  exclu 
by  the  contractor. 

5.  Considerable  sums  of  money  are  tii 
in  large  stocks,  especially  of  exp< 
proprietaries  for  dispensing  purposi 

6.  The  revised  allowance  on  contains 
undoubtedly  resulted  in  a  financia 
to  most  contractors,  and  can  be  reg 
as  a  cut  in  remuneration. 

7.  Many  contractors  have  suffered 
ship  from  delayed  payment,  and 
worthy  of  note  that,  unless  the  co 
tor  has  performed  work  which  is  s 
speaking  the  responsibility  of  the  p 
bureau,  he  may  in  many  cases  b 
waiting  for  payment.  The  work  re 
to  occupies  the  valuable  time  of 
fied  staff  for  periods  of  up  to  thre 
four  working  days  a  month.

Yet,  in  order  to  reduce 
the  total  cost  of  the  Service  and  to  replace  the 
proposed  shilling  levy,  which,  as  was  forecast  by  all 
pharmaceutical  bodies,  showed  itself  completely 
unworkable,  it  is  proposed  that  the  chemists  should 
bear  the  brunt  of  the  economy  to  a  greater  extent 
than  any  other  professional  body  within  the  Ser- 
vice. It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that 
the  high  standard  of  pharmaceutical  service  cannot 
be  maintained  on  a  reduced  rale  of  earning.  More- 
over it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  chemists  are 
entitled  to  a  reasonable  degree  of  stability  in 
their  relationship  with  the  Ministry.  They  cannot 
conduct  their  businesses  on  a  basis  of  uncertain 
rates  of  remuneration  and  changes  made  without 
notice  and  without  regard  for  rules  binding  the 
conduct  of  both  sides. 

Through  the  columns  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  we  invite  other  branches 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  to 
take  similar  action  in  support  of  their  case 
for  fair  treatment  and  respect  for  nego- 
tiated agreements.

Most  sections  of  the  Pharmaceutical  and 
Fine  Chemicals  market  have  been  active 
and  a  steady  spot  business  has  been  done 
during  the  past  week.  Price  movements 
have  included  a  reduction  in  prices  for 
Ascorbic  acid  of  £2  10s.  per  kilo — this 
is  the  second  reduction  this  year ;  in  Janu- 
ary prices  were  cut  by  £8  10s.  per  kilo. 
Increases  in  prices  have  been  announced 
for  certain  Glycerophosphates,  in  the 
prices  of  Sodium  lactate  (up  threepence 
per  lb.),  and  of  Calcium  carbonate  (up 
sixpence  per  cwt.).  There  has  been  little 
general  improvement  in  demand  for  Crude 
Drugs.  Inquiry  for  Senega  increased  as  a 
result  of  reports  of  the  disastrous  Mani- 
toba floods,  and  spot  quotations  were 
marked  up ;  forward  offers  are  not  being 
made.  Lower  c.i.f.  prices  for  French 
Gentian  have  been  followed  by  a  fall  in 
spot  quotations.  Menthol  is  firmer  on 
the  spot  and  a  good  request  has  been  re- 
ceived for  Brazilian  material,  but  there 
are  now  few  spot  offers  ;  the  forward  posi- 
tion is  rather  obscure  with  Brazilian  deal- 
ers finding  difficulty  in  fulfilling  their 
commitments.  Offers  of  menthol  from  China 
have  been  few  and  the  spot  market  is 
tending  firmer.
